nouncement by Sir Hamar Greenwood, 
rhief secretary for Ireland that stern. 
punishment is being administered to 
stop reprisal attacks by the auxilliary 
police (the black and tana) Arthur 
Griffith, Sinn Fein rebel member of 
parliament and active president of the 
so-called Irish Republic today charged 
the British government with the atroc- 
ities that have followed the funeral of 
Terence MacSwiney. Griffith accused 
tha British police and 
soldiers, of 


frightfulncss, that surpassed the out- 
rages of the Germans in Belgium dur- 
ing the war.

"The English parliament by refusing 


an inquiry into the atrocities its gov- 
ernment's forces are committing y in 
Ireland convicts the ^British, govern- 
ment of instigating and directing them.

ls an Inspiring sight, the orderly procession of twentyfive or^,, 
;hirty million men and wojmen, American citizens, to the 


polls. The spectacle, unfortunately is much more impressive 
than the trumped up issues on which these hosts voted and the 
party organizations which angled for their votes. 
In no sense can it be said that the American people selected 
their president. 
The function of selection was performed for 


them at Chicago and at San Franciscd, ostensibly by delegates 
who represented the voters in each of the great parties, actually 
by the baker's dozen at each convention-who had the advantage 
of knowing exactly what they wanted. 


The will of the voters, as expressed in the primaries, count- 


ed for less than nothing, for the one undeniable result of the pri- 
mary contests was to eliminate every candidate who took a 
prominent part in them. Under this system the voters do not 
elect their president. They merely perform the negative func- 
tion of vetoing one of the nominations presented by those small 
groups of men who do their electing for them. 
The same was true of the so-called issues. Neither on the 


League of Nations nor on any other important^issue, is there full 
agreement in the ranks of either party. Both contain a con- 
fusing assortment of progressives and conservatives, little Amer- 
icans and big ones, of hard-shell crabs and soft ones, held to- 
gether by ^radition, by geography, by the hope of spoils, by 
anything save ideas arid principles.

CANTON, O , NOT. 5 —An American 


girl, a French wife whom lie brot to 
America, a 510,000 fine to be served 
In the workhouse, starving baby, es- 
cape from jail to go to her aid, death 
in railroad yards at \VellsvilIe, Ohio 
—these are the events in the life of 
Jerry Murphy, Akron, who was a 
trusty In the 
Stark-co 
workhouse 


here until Monday night. 


Here is the story that •workhouse 


officials told today: Jerry Murphy, be- 
trayed the confidence of Supt.« John 
Boyer Monday night and ran away 
from the works. He left a note saying 
that -when he had earned money for 
his French war bride and his baby he 
•would be back to finish his sentence 
hut fate stepped In again 


Guards found Murphy in a morgue 


in Wellsrille. He was killed by a fast 
passenger train in 
the 
Wellsyille 


yards before he had a. chance to make 
good. 


Murphy was an overseas veteran, 


having served two years with, a Cana- 
dian contingent. While he was in ser- 
vice he met a French, girl engaged In 
Red Cross work. 


After the armistice they wera map» 


rled and came to this country. 


Then the triangle developed 
and 


lurphy neglected his wife and baby 
or the other woman. He was arrest- 
d and given the maximum sentence 
f a year in tne work house and a tine 
f ?6,000 by a Summit-co court. 
He entered the work house three 


months ago. He proved to be an ex-

Superintendent Boyer made

In his pocket they found $25.

was the nestegg of the fund he was 
saving for the baby and he had beaten 
his way on a freight rather than spend 
any of it for a ticket on a passenger 
tram.
